Rabasa, Rodriguez and Eiguero, with 
their families and a numerous official 
FU it, descended from the train they 
were met by the Spanish ambassador, 
T)on Juan Riano, and presented to 
representatives of the state depart­ 
m ent and of the three mediators, as­ 
sembled at the station. 
A curious 
crowd looked on respectfully. 
Tonight 
the 
Mexican 
delegates 
were guests of honor at a dinner at 
tho 
Spanish 
embassy. 
The other 
guests were the three mediators, the 
commissioners of tho United States 
and numerous American. Spanish and 
Mexican officials. 
The dinner was 
purely one of courtesy, but coming at 
this time of war-like conditicns at­ 
tracted much attention as indicating 
more hopeful aspects for the Mexican 
imbroglio. 
Meanwhile, urgent representations 
made by President Wilson and Sec­ 
retary Bryan to H uerta through the 
Brazilian m inister at Mexico City as 
to the reported execution of Private 
Samuel Parks, the American soldier 
who strayed through 
the 
Mexican 
lines, were partly answered 
by 
a 
message from Mexican Foreign Min­ 
ister ,Ruiz to Spanish Ambassador 
Riaao, saying the disappearance of 
Parka will be immediately investi­ 
gated 
Both the Brazilian m inister to Mex­ 
ico City and General Funston at Vera 
Cruz* have received word that Parks 
was summarily executed 
and 
the 
body mutilated, but have been un­ 
able to confirm the information. 


Deserter Says Parks Was Killed. 
Vera Cruz, May 16.—Reports from 
Mexico City brought in by refugees 
describe H uerta as enjoying daily 
rides through he streets of the capi­ 
tal and the Cbapultepee woods and 
frequently appearing a t cafes and 
restaurants, accompanied only by one 
or two aides or intim ate friends. 
In 
the face of this nonchalance, how­ 
ever, the usual rumors of H uerta’s 
flight are circulated daily. 
They are 
not taken seriously by most of those 
who are acquainted with H unrta’s 
views. 
Officers of the waterworks outpost 
and along the outer American lines 
report all quiet and no indication of 
any intention on the part of the Mex­ 
icans to advance of harrass the Unit­ 
ed States forces. 
Additional confirmation of the exe­ 
cution of Private Parks was received 
today. 
There was brought into the 
American lines one of H uerta’s con­ 
scripts who had deserted. 
He said 
he was an eyewitness to the execu­ 
tion of the American soldier.

The calf may be left wi’h the cow 
for three or four days, or until the 
milk Is tit for use.

separate stable, if it is possibly as 
tho cow will give lees trouble if silo 
cannot Bee her calf. 
By missing one feed the calf will 
usually be hungry enough to start to 
drink readily and will usually give 
little trouble when it finds the bucket, 
contains milk. 
Four pounds of milk 
per feed three time a day for the first 
ten da>« will give the calf a good 
start, when a small amount of skim 
milk may be substituted for a part of 
the whole milk, the amount of the 
skim milk being increased, so that 
when the calf is a month old it is get­ 
ting skim milk entirely.

Hogs are frequently fed on skim 
milk from creameries, and this may be 
j tke reason why so many hogs are 
condemned by the meat

! dustry condemned 42,267 hogs and 
pains of 314.5S1 other hogs as tubercu 
loos.

This fact of their life 
history ie the key to combating them. 
Wo have always disliked very much 
to burn anything in the way of veg­ 
etable m atter from our fields, but if 
we bad had trouble with the fly and 
can burn the stubble within two or 
three weeks after harvest we thus 
destroy the pests; the other way la 
to plow the stubble under as com­ 
pletely as possible before the volun- 
teer grain has made a growth. When

Control and Suppression of Hog 
Cholera. 
(By Dr. B. W. Murphy.) 
When any farmer finds a dead hog 
on his farm and is unable ’to know 
the cause of death it is advised that 
the animal bo cut open, and the in­ 
ternal organs examined before it is 
burned. 
He should proceed to do 
this the same as he would if he had 
killed the animal and was opening it 
up preparatory to preparing it for 
his meat. 
Before making his first 
incision he should make a thorough 
examination of the skin, eyes. nose, 
and any other condition that seemed 
abnormal. 
Hog cholera can be readily detect­ 
ed by an average intelligent farmer, 
if he knows what to look for. 
We 
have four separate conditions that 
are nearly always present 
to 
hog 
cholera: 
1. There is a reddening of the 
skin. This usually occurs on the sur 
face of tho belly, at tho baso of the 
ears or on the skin under the shoul­ 
ders. 
2. Bloody spots on th© 6nrface of 
the lungs, the heart, the kidneys, the 
outer and inner lining of the stomach 
and intestines; 
in 
addition 
those 
spots sometimes occur on the inner 
lining of the bladder. 
3. There is a reddening and black­ 
ening of the lymphatic glands through­ 
out tho body. 
4. There is an enlargement of the 
spleen. 
/ 
After a careful examination of the 
skin 
has 
been 
made, the farmer 
should cut down through the skin, 
with the hog laying on its back, mak­ 
ing an incision a little to one side of 
the point of the jaw. After cutting a 
short distance he will find, imbedded 
in the fat, small lymphatic glands. In 
hog cholera we find these glands are 
of a very dark red or a solid black 
color. If they are of any other color, 
as brown or creamy pink, they are 
not to be considered as hog cholera. 
By an incision down through the skin, 
just over the inside face of the ham 
and a little forward, several of these 
glands can be located on either side. 
If they are a dark red color, or black­ 
ened, we should suspect hog cholera 
We now make an incision down the 
belly, and as we cut into the soft tis­ 
sues under the skin we notioe many 
places that are blood stained, and 
look like blood vessels that have 
broken and the blood permitted to 
spread 
in 
the surrounding tissues. 
These are the subcutaneous hemor­ 
rhages, and indicate 
blood 
poison, 
which is really what hog cholera is. 
If he lungs are next taken out we 
will notice that their surface, a nor­ 
mal pink color, is dotted with small 
red spots or hemorrhages. This also 
occurs on the heart, especially at the 
place where the blood vessels enter. 
Bv washing these spots with clean 
cold water we notice that instead of 
disappearing they seem brighter and 
more prominent. 
We next look at the 
spleen 
or

or, and firm in structure, but when i a type that he is engaged in building. 
cholera is present we find that it is 
usually very much swollen, of a black 
color, and very soft in structure. 
An examination of the walls of the 
bowels usually show the lining stud­ 
ded with red spots, similar to those 
seen on the surface of the lungs and 
from the size of a pin point up. These 
spots can be seen on the inside and 
outside of the walls. 
They are also 
found in the kidneys, on the inner 
and outer walls of the stomach, and 
on the inner walls of the bladder. 
They are supposed to represent rup­ 
tured ends of small blood vessels. 
If any of the above conditions are 
found we are very prone to consider 
that th© animal died of cholera, of an 
actu© type.
